Pursuant to the provisions of IC 4-22-2-19(c), this letter shall serve as written notification that LSA Doc. 04-297 does not comply
with IC 4-22-2-19(c)(1). This creates a new voluntary certification for both fire service personnel and non-fire service personnel.
The reasons for the non-compliance are as follows:

1. Pursuant to IC 22-14-2-7(c)(7), the Board of Firefighting Personnel Standards and Education is authorized to adopt rules to
create a program of voluntary certification for fire service and non-fire service personnel and programs. This statute was effective
in 1987.

2. The new certifications are being adopted in accordance with directives from the federal Dept. of Homeland Security.

The expected date that the rule will be completed is August 1, 2005.

The expected date that the rule will be approved by the Governor is August 15, 2005.
